law The Supreme Court will 
decide if the Crown can re¬ 
nege on a plea bargain that 
would have allowed a 
woman to plead to careless 
driving in a deadly crash. 

The high court has grant¬ 
ed leave to appeal an Alber¬ 
ta case in which the prose¬ 
cution offered, then with¬ 
drew, a plea deal. 

As usual, the court gave 
no reasons for its decision 
to hear the matter. 

Olga Maria Nixon was 
charged with impaired driv¬ 
ing causing death and in- 


juiy in a 2006 crash which 
killed a couple and injured 
their seven-year-old son. 

A prosecutor concluded 
there were problems with 
the admissibility of the 
breath samples and agreed 
to reduce the charges to 
dangerous driving causing 
death and injuiy. 

Further negotiation led to 
a deal for a traffic offence 
plea to careless driving 

However, the attorney 
general’s office determined 
that agreement was con- 
traiy to the administration 


of justice and withdrew it. 

Nixon’s lawyers then ar¬ 
gued that the Crown’s repu¬ 
diation of the deal was a vio¬ 
lation of her charter rights. 
The trial judge agreed and 
ordered the Crown to pro¬ 
ceed with the lesser charge. 

The Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal disagreed. In handing 
down the appeal court’s 
unanimous decision, Justice 
Marina Papemy rejected 
the defence argument that 
the plea bargain was akin to 
a binding contract.

The private investigator

Derrick Snowdy told The 
Canadian Press that he met 
with Insp. John Kueper of 
the RCMP’s commercial 
crime unit on Wednesday in 
Milton, Ont. and delivered 
all the electronic and paper 
files he thought were rele¬ 
vant to the matter. 

“It was my second meet¬ 
ing with them and every¬ 
thing has now been turned 
over to them and I think we 
can safely say they are satis¬ 
fied and moving forward,” 
Snowdy said. “We’re al¬ 
ready in an investigation. 
They said, ‘we’re in the mid¬ 
dle of an investigation.’” 

The RCMP did not return 
calls to their offices Thurs¬ 
day. 

Guergis and her husband, 
Rahim Jaffer, a former Con¬ 
servative MP, are fighting al¬ 
legations that range from il¬ 
legal lobbying to tax eva¬ 
sion. They have consistently 
decried the allegations as 
unfounded, and based in in¬ 
nuendo. 

Guergis was expelled 
from the Conservative cau¬ 
cus two weeks ago when 
Snowdy approached the 
Conservative party with de¬ 
tails he had heard about off-

Don’t bank on tax 


Flaherty rebuffs IMF push to levy banks 


Canada will not slap a tax 
on banks to protect 
against any future 
financial meltdowns. 

That was the defiant mes¬ 
sage from Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty as he stood his 
ground Thursday on the eve 
of the G20 meeting of fi¬ 
nance ministers. 

“We’re a sovereign coun¬ 
try — we can regulate our 
banks and our other finan¬ 
cial institutions as we see 
fit,” Flaherty said in Wash¬ 
ington. 

“As finance minister of 
Canada, I am not going to 
impose a tax on our banks 
that performed well during 
the financial crisis. 

“It seems to me a very 
odd thing to do, to punish 
our banks who got the job 
done admirably.” 


But earlier Thursday, the 
International Monetary 
Fund threw its weight be¬ 
hind the bank tax proposal. 

The head of the IMF, Do¬ 
minique Straus s-Kahn, said 
the levy, combined with 
tighter regulation of the fi¬ 
nancial industry, would re¬ 
duce the risk and lessen the 
blow of another global fi¬ 
nancial disaster. “Our belief 
is the tax system can help to 
reduce the likeli¬ 
hood of future 
crises,” he told a 
news confer¬ 
ence. 

The bank levy 
was set to be a 
hot topic of discus¬ 
sion at the G20 meet¬ 
ings on Friday. The U.S., the 
U.K., France and Germany 
support the tax to pay not 



only for the last series of 
bank bailouts, but also any 
future ones. 

Flaherty is one of the 
staunchest critics among 
the G20 players. In Ottawa, 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney echoed Flaher¬ 
ty, urging G20 countries to 
reject calls for the levy. “We 
see the bank levy discussion 
as a distraction from the 
core agenda,” he said.

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Europe back 
in flight again 


European airports sent 
thousands of planes into 
the sky Thursday after a 
week of unprecedented 
disruptions, with airlines 
piling on more flights and 
bigger planes to try to get 
as many people home as 
possible. 

Nearly all of the conti¬ 
nent’s 28,000 scheduled 
flights, including more than 
300 trans-Atlantic routes, 
were going ahead. Every 
plane was packed, however, 
as airlines squeezed in some 
of the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands who had been strand¬ 
ed for days among passen¬ 
gers with regular Thursday 
tickets. Airlines said, de¬ 
spite their efforts, there was 
no quick and easy solution 
to cut down the backlog of 
passengers. 

“Quite frankly we don’t 
have an answer to this,” 
said David Henderson, 
spokesman for the Associa¬ 


tion of European Airlines, 
which predicted it would 
take several days to get all 
stranded passengers to their 
destinations. “We don’t 
know where they are and in 
what numbers, so we would 
expect it will go on into the 
early part of next week.” 

A week of airspace clo¬ 
sures caused by the ash 
threat to planes created the 
worst breakdown in civil 
aviation in Europe since the 
Second World War. More 
than 100,000 flights were 
cancelled and airlines are 
on track to lose over 
$2 billion. The 
crisis that began 
with an April 14 
volcanic erup¬ 
tion in Iceland 
left millions of 
passengers in lim¬ 
bo and sparked calls 
for wholesale reform of Eu¬ 
rope’s air traffic system.

t’s odd how often that 
when I’m about to 
write this column that 
two completely unre¬ 
lated things come to¬ 
gether to create a usable 
topic. That’s exactly what 
happened this week. 

The first thing happened 


when I was wandering 
around the garden area of 
my local big box home im¬ 
provement store. As I was 
looking at rain barrels, 
grass seed and cedar chips, 
I came across some rubber 
tiles that can be used out¬ 
side. To my delight, I found 
out they were produced us¬ 
ing recycled tires and were, 
wonder of wonders, made 
right here in Canada. 

These 18-inch by 18-inch 
tiles were moulded to mim¬ 
ic paving stones and came 
in either brown or grey. 
When I picked one up, I 
was surprised by how 


make a great 
covering for my front steps. 

As I was walking to work 
the day after I installed my 
new tiles, I noticed how 
badly our city’s sidewalks 


are cracked and how the 
paving stones we use here 
always need 
to be replaced 
or reset be¬ 
cause of frost 
heaves. Those 
two things 
gave me the 
idea for this 
column. 

It would be 
interesting to 
see how well 
these tiles worked if they 
were glued down over 
some of the sidewalks in 
the downtown core. Be¬ 
cause they are rubber, they 


are softer to walk on than 
plain concrete. Because 
they are individual tiles, if 
one needed to be replaced, 
it could be done quickly 
and cheaply. Shovelling 
snow off them should not 
be an issue because most of 
the areas in the downtown 
are brushed clean of snow 
rather than shovelled. 

These tiles aren’t cheap, 
at about $10 each, but nei¬ 
ther is pouring and main¬ 
taining concrete. But the is¬ 
sue is about more than cost. 
Producing concrete has a 
major environmental im¬ 
pact. The less we use the 


better. Alberta also has a 
significant tire recycling 
program and using these 
tiles would help make it 
more viable as an enter¬ 
prise. 

Rubber sidewalks would 
also show Edmontonians 
and visitors alike that this 
city is truly environmental¬ 
ly conscious and it is doing 
everything it can to demon¬ 
strate its commitment to¬ 
ward being a sustainable 
city.

South Korea takes aim at Net addiction 


Day and night, Lee Mi- 
hwa’s son stays on his com¬ 
puter, slaying dragons in 
his online fantasy world 
while his dinner and home¬ 
work sit untouched. 

Lee says the 15-year-old 
fights her attempts to get 
him to log off, physically 
lashing out at her en¬ 
treaties. She pulls up her 
sleeves to reveal bruises she 
says come from his blows. 

Her son is among some 
two million people classi¬ 
fied by the government as 
“Internet addicts” in South 
Korea, a nation of 49 mil¬ 
lion considered one of the 
most technologically wired 
in the world. 


Some are becoming in¬ 
creasingly violent. Last 
month, a couple let their 
three-month- 
old starve 
while they 
raised a virtu¬ 
al child in an 
online game, 
spending 
most of their 
days at an In¬ 
ternet cafe in¬ 
stead of car¬ 
ing for their 
newborn, po¬ 
lice said. 

The baby looked like “a 
mummy” because she had 
not been fed for so long, ac¬ 
cording to a Suwon police 


officer who investigated 
the case. 

In February, a 22-year-old 
bludgeoned 
his mother to 
death for 
“nagging” 
him about 
playing Inter¬ 
net games, 
police said. He 
then played 
games online 
for hours, 
paying with 
his mother’s 
credit card, a 
police statement said. 

Such incidents have 
alarmed the country, with

Fears of mortgage hikes haunt buyers 


The prospect of higher 
mortgage rates and stiffer 
rules that went into effect 
this week on qualifying 
for house loans have left 
Canadians scrambling for 
answers to their home fi¬ 
nancing questions before 
rates rise. 

Many Canadians already 
faced with growing con¬ 
sumer debt are worried 
about how they’ll continue 
to make payments once 
mortgage rates rise. And 
many others, who want to 
get into the market ahead 
of rate hikes wonder how 
or if they'll be able to do 


so.

Big Canadian banks have 
hikes their fixed-rate mort¬ 
gage rates by as much as 
0.85 per cent in recent 
weeks and the Bank of 
Canada said Tuesday that it 
could raise its key lending 
rate from 0.25 per cent as 
early as June, which brings 
variable and short-term 
rates into play. 

And as the reality of 
higher rates creeps closer, 
mortgage holders face a 
slew of insomnia-inducing 
questions. 

The answers are differ¬ 
ent for each homeowner 
or prospective homebuyer, 
mortgage experts say, but 
there are some general 
rules that wise mortgage 
holders follow in order to 
cushion themselves 


against rate hikes. 

Jim Rawson, a Toronto- 
based regional manager at 
mortgage broker Invis, 
said those with mortgages 
coming up for renewal in 
the next four months and 
buyers looking to get into 
the market before rates 
rise should get pre-ap- 
proved at current rates, 
giving them 120 days to 
lock in. 

Refinancing is also an 
option for those worried 
about existing mortgages, 
but owners would have to 
pay a penalty. 

Nervous buyers should 
consider a fixed-rate 
mortgages for a longer pe¬ 
riod of time and take 
comfort in knowing the 
payment will not change 


for the term of the mort¬ 
gage, Rawson said. 

“You don’t ever want to 
put somebody into a vari¬ 
able rate mortgage, al¬ 
though there are savings to 
be had right now if they’re 
going to be worried about 
what happens with rates 
every night,” he said 

“If they’re going to lose 
sleep over it, for Pete's 
sake take a five-year (rate) 
at 4.64 (per cent), it's still 
an incredible rate.” New 
mortgage rules introduced 
this week will force some 
consumers to plan for rate

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EU raises estimate of Greek budget deficit

“Greece is in the midst 
of another hellish week 
and now faces no choice 
but to seek to formally ac¬ 
tivate the European rescue 
package,” said Ben May, 
European economist at

“While this may help to 
ease the markets’ frazzled 
nerves, the latest upward 
revision to the 2009 budg¬ 
et deficit highlights the 
mammoth task ahead.” 

The European Union’s 
statistics agency Eurostat 
revised Greece’s budget 
deficit in 2009 to 13.6 per 
cent of gross domestic 
product from 12.9 per 
cent, and said it could be 
further revised upward by 
half a percentage point.

for the 16 countries that 
use the euro, which has 
been badly hit by the 
Greek financial crisis.

Oklahoma QB Bradford taken 1st by Rams 


The Big 12, led by Oklaho¬ 
ma, kicked off a big party 
for itself at Radio City Mu¬ 
sic Hall in New York during 
the first prime-time NFL 
draft Thursday night. 

The Roclcettes would 
have loved it. 

Starting with quarterback 
Sam Bradford going to the 
St. Louis Rams, five of the 
top six picks were from the 
Big 12 — three of them 
Sooners. 


The Oklahoma junior be¬ 
came the eighth quarter¬ 
back since 2001 taken atop 
the draft. He was immedi¬ 
ately followed Thursday 
night by defensive tackle 
Ndamulcong Suh of Nebras¬ 
ka, the AP Player of the 
Year; DT Gerald McCoy and 
OT Trent Williams, Brad¬ 
ford’s teammates with the 
Sooners. 

“That’s pretty cool be¬ 
cause I know the Big 12 has 


been getting a lot of slack 
lately,” Bradford said. “Peo¬ 
ple for some reason didn’t 
think that we played much 
football in the Big 12 and 
sure didn’t think we played 
much defence, so for two 
defensive tackles to go in 
the first three picks is a 
credit to the Big 12.” 

And what about the Soon¬ 
ers’ run at the top of the fes¬ 
tivities?

Coy said with a huge smile. 
“We can’t play football in 
the Big 12, but the first four 
picks went out the Big 12?

Bradford, the 2008 win¬ 
ner of the Heisman Trophy, 
joins a Rams team that was 
1-15 last season and scored 
a league-low 175 points.

Sylvain White’s 
adaptation of lesser- 
known graphic novel The 
Losers has a lot going for 
it, with decent action, gor¬ 
geous locations and a tal¬ 
ented cast obviously 
enjoying themselves. 

But somehow, there’s 
nothing in it to elevate the 
film above just all right en¬ 
tertainment. 

In a word, it’s whelming. 
Not overwhelming, not un¬ 
derwhelming, just whelm¬ 
ing. 


On top of that, seeing 
the characters come to life 
on screen brings into 
sharp focus how much the 
original comic was pretty 
much a new riff on The A- 
Team. 

Luckily, The Losers is 
getting released a couple 
months before that TV 
show’s big-budget work¬ 
out. 

See if this sounds famil¬ 
iar: An elite team of sol¬ 
diers gets double-crossed 
while on a mission in Latin 
America. 

Assumed to be out of 
commission by the powers 
that be, they go off the 
grid to get their revenge 
and clear their names 
through an elaborate and 
explosion-filled adventure. 
Leading the team is Clay 
(Jeffrey Dean Morgan), and 
while he never actually 
says it, you can kind of tell 


he loves it when a plan 
comes together. 

While Morgan and the 
other Losers (Idris Elba, 
Chris Evans, Columbus 
Short and the underused 
Oscar Jaenada) turn in ad¬ 
mirable work, complete 
with the requisite cama¬ 
raderie, their story never 
really shakes off its genre 
confines. 

As lovely as Zoe Saldana 
is and as fun as it is to see 
her shouldering a rocket 
launcher, her Aisha does¬ 
n’t get a chance to be¬ 
come a real character. Di¬ 
rector White (Stomp the 
Yard) seems to crib from 
multiple sources, includ¬ 
ing the Crank and Trans¬ 
porter franchises and the 
oeuvre of Michael Bay, 
which is never advisable.

The most distracting thing 
about The Back-Up Plan is 
Jennifer Lopez’s hair. No 
matter what wacky situa¬ 
tion her supposedly quirky 
and down-to-earth Zoe 
winds up in, no matter 
how messy this “comical” 
look at pregnancy gets, 
her ’do is always flawless. 
Even when she’s caught in 
the rain. 


It’s only the most glaring 
symptom of the film’s ten¬ 
dency to frame Lopez like 
the glowing pop star she is, 
not the clumsy, supposedly 
adorable character she’s 
supposed to be playing. So 
scrap that whole down-to- 
earth thing, I guess. 

The concept isn’t bad for 


a romantic comedy — sin¬ 
gle woman decides to stop 
waiting for a husband to 
have a kid and gets herself 
artificially inseminated, on¬ 
ly to meet the man of her 
dreams immediately after 
— but the execution here 
takes the air out of it. 

While The Back-Up Plan 


is director Alan Poul’s first 
feature, he’s no novice, as 
he’s been directing star¬ 
tlingly good TV for years, 
(Six Feet Under, Rome), so 
it’s even more surprising 
that nearly everything on 
screen falls flat. The pacing 
of the entire film seems off, 
almost loopy. 

But there are a few bright 
spots of comic relief, in¬ 
cluding Zoe’s time spent 
with a man-hating single 
mothers’ support group. 

And Michaela Watkins, 
woefully let go from Satur¬ 
day Night Live last year, 
manages to salvage any 
scene she’s in as Zoe’s sar¬ 
donic best friend with some 
less-than-sentimental views 
on childbirth and mother¬ 
hood.

Saldana’s career 
takes flight 


oe Saldana’s career 
is white hot after 
starring roles in 
Star Trek and 
Avatar but she is 
no newcomer. 

She’s been a big screen 
regular for ten years, even 
appearing in the odd block¬ 
buster like Pirates of the 
Caribbean: The Curse of the 
Black Pearl and working 
with high end directors like 
Steven Spielberg, but she 
didn’t become a household 
name until last year. 

The actress, who de¬ 
scribes herself as “a cool 
geek who happens to dress 
nice,” hopes to add to her 
growing box office clout 
this weekend with The Los¬ 
ers, a wild action movie 
based on the comic book se¬ 
ries of the same name. 

She may have become a 
bold face name sucking up 
to the fanboys but she has¬ 
n’t always played comic¬ 
book characters, giant blue 
aliens or iconic sci fi charac¬ 
ters. 

Early roles included a 
sharp-tongued aspiring 
dancer in Center Stage and 
the prim-and-proper best 
friend of Britney Spears in 
Crossroads — although 
she’d probably rather forget 
that one. Roger Ebert said, 

“I went to Crossroads ex¬ 
pecting a glitzy bimbofest 
and got the bimbos but not 
the fest,” but it was another 
dance role in Drumline that 
earned her the best notices 


of her budding career. 

In the time between 
Drumline and Star Trek, 
however, she made thir¬ 
teen films, some big, like 
Pirates, some so small they 
barely made a blip on the 
screen. 

For example, Haven, a 
complex crime drama set 
in the Cayman Islands 
scarcely made it past a festi¬ 
val run, but is well worth a 
look on DVD. Mixing and 
matching stories of corrupt 
businessmen, tax havens 
and romance it was too out- 
of-the-box for general audi¬ 
ences, but Saldana shines 
(the L.A. Times called her 
performance “sweet and 
complicated”) opposite her 
Pirates’ co-star Orlando 
Bloom. 

Also unfairly relegated to 
the bargain bin was Ways 
of the Flesh, a 2005 med¬ 
ical comedy about a chief 
resident at a Florida Hospi¬ 
tal who also happens to be 
a stand-up comedian. Sal¬ 
dana plays an artist whose 
life was once saved by the 
main character. 

Directed by real-life doc- 
tor-tumed-filmmaker Den¬ 
nis Cooper, it’s a sweet and 
funny film about not tak¬ 
ing yourself too seriously. 

Dues paid, Saldana now 
stars in blockbusters, 
which has benefits other 
than the juicy paycheques. 
In the past she says she was 
often mistaken for Thandie 
Newton — so much so that 
her own mother once con¬ 
fused the two of them — 
but given her recent suc¬ 
cess I’m guessing it’s now 
Newton who gets mistaken 
for Saldana.

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Caribou takes a dip 

Polaris winner uses prize money to fund new album Swim

Swim — the new album from 2008 Polaris Music Prize winner Caribou — is a deeply imaginative 
work built of kaleidoscopic melodies, astounding percussion and vibrant textures. 


“Being awarded anything 
still seems surreal to me.” 

Nearly two years after 
taking home a $20,000 
cheque and the coveted Po¬ 
laris Music Prize in 2008 
for his album Andorra, Dan 
Snaith is still remarkably 
humble about it. He really 
shouldn’t be though. 

Under his musical pseu¬ 
donym Caribou, Snaith has 
released some of the most 
vividly sublime and care¬ 
fully calculated headphone 
music not just by a Canadi¬ 
an but by an artist of any 
nationality. His meticulous 
attention to detail, which 
could be linked to his 
prowess in mathematics 
(he holds a PhD in the sub¬ 
ject), has made him one of 
the most distinct musi¬ 
cians going — but try 
telling him that. 

With his new album 
Swim, Snaith felt he need¬ 
ed to make his definitive 
statement as Caribou. “I’m 
really proud of all my al¬ 
bums, they all feel like a 
part of me,” Snaith admits. 
“But this album, the main 
idea for me was to make it 
the most ‘me’ possible. I 
didn’t want people to be 
like, ‘Oh, this was influ¬ 
enced by this, this was in¬ 
fluenced by that.’ And that 
just led to me making it 
the most identifiable al¬ 
bum that I’ve made. Maybe 
that’s a confidence thing, I 
don’t know.” 

Like any of Caribou’s five 
albums, Swim is a deeply 
imaginative work built of 
kaleidoscopic melodies, as¬ 


tounding percussion and 
vibrant textures. While 
each of his previous al¬ 
bums were all very individ¬ 
ual pieces inspired by a 
specific style of music, 
Swim represents the clear¬ 
est picture of what exactly 
the Caribou sound is. 

“I feel that each of the al¬ 
bums represented a differ¬ 
ent side of my musical 
tastes. It’s not a conscious 
thing though,” he says. 
“Andorra was definitely the 
pop album for me. It’s the 
poppiest I’m ever going to 


be, presumably. Swim is 
more all-encompassing. It 
contains a bit of the pop el¬ 
ement from Andorra, the 
dance music influence, a 
bit of the psychedelic thing 
going on — all of the 
things that excite me 
about music are in there 
somewhere it seems to me, 
anyway.” 

And when it comes to 
how he pulled it off, Snaith 
credits the money he re¬ 
ceived from his Polaris win 
as the main reason he was 
able to make this album.

“In a prosaic respect it 
meant that I could do 
things on this album that I 
hadn’t considered doing 
previously,” he explains. 
“There were more collabo¬ 
rative things that I would¬ 
n’t maybe have thought to 
do if I didn’t have the facili¬ 
ty to do it financially.”

all sorts, both physical 
and virtual. That also 
means music and video 
files. 

The RIAA and the MPAA 
recently submitted a co¬ 
ordinated strategic plan 
to the IPE — and it’s in¬ 
sane on an Orwellian lev¬ 
el. They call for the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• The installation of 
spyware on all computers 
capable of detecting and 
deleting material it be¬ 
lieves infringes copy¬ 
right. (They believe that 
once educated, con¬ 
sumers will install this 
software voluntarily.) 

• Mandatory installa¬ 
tion of software on all In¬ 
ternet connections to de¬ 
tect and stop transfers of 
material it deems to be 


infringing copyright. 

• Empower U.S. cus¬ 
toms agents to search for 
pirated or unauthorized 
material on personal me¬ 
dia players (MP3 players 
and phones), laptops, USB 
drives or any other media 
with the ability to store 
audio and video. If they 
find something, then the 
device should be seized. 
(Canadian customs can do 
the same thing, but re¬ 
quire a court order.) 

• New copyright en¬ 
forcement muscle by 
everyone from the FBI to 
the Department of Home¬ 
land Security, specifically 
asking them to provide 
protection during sum¬ 
mer blockbuster season.

policies. 

Before we get too 
freaked out, it’s impor¬ 
tant to remember that 
this is just a wishlist sub¬ 
mitted by the RIAA and 
the MPAA. What’s scary, 
though, is the window 
this gives us into how the 
American entertainment 
industry is thinking these 
days: A non-neutral Inter¬ 
net, less digital privacy 
(including the enlistment 
of American citizens to 
participate in the surveil¬ 
lance of themselves) and 
the use of federal agents 
to act as free bodyguards 
for high-profile releases. 

Thankfully, this is an 
American issue — for 
now. But as with the se¬ 
mi-secret negotiations 
around the Anti-Counter¬ 
feiting Trade Agreement 
(ACTA) in which Canada 
is participating, we need 
to keep an eye on this.

The Jon Spencer Blues Ex¬ 
plosion is not reuniting. 
There’s no need to — they 
never broke up. This is ac¬ 
cording to the frontman 
whose name once again 
leads the band after they 
abbreviated it to just The 
Blues Explosion six years 
ago. 

“The band is not over, 
we’re sort of in this deep 
sleep,” Spencer explains.

was another label, Shout!

“It seemed 
like a good time, people 
needed to be reminded. 
And (with Shout! Factory) 
we could do it right.” 

The first release is a com¬ 
pilation, which Spencer de¬ 
scribes as “sort of an 
overview.” Titled Dirty Shirt 
and Rock ’N’ Roll: The First 
Ten Years, Jon is quick to 
point out that “this is not 
the entire history of the 
band” but a 
carefully con¬ 
sidered look 
at some of 
the band’s 
best work be¬ 
tween 1990 
and 2000. 

“I asked Ju¬ 
dah (Bauer, 
guitarist) and 
Russell 
(Simins, drummer) to sub¬ 
mit a list of what songs 
they wanted to see on the 
album,” says Spencer. 
“They put in their two 
cents, and I asked a few 
people who were close and 
knew the band, and after 
that I tried to hit points on 
everybody’s lists and make 
sure all the different facets 
of the Blues Explosion were 
covered in the final se¬ 
quence. Most importantly, 


we wanted to try and make 
a sequence that flowed 
nicely that was enjoyable 
and listenable.” 

But Dirty Shirt and Rock 
’N’ Roll is just the tip of the 
iceberg. In the coming 
months, the first four JSBX 
albums will be reissued and 
“filled to the brim with ex¬ 
tra stuff.”

At that, 
his angst at misguided opin¬ 
ions regarding his person 
and band — completed by 
guitarists Miles Holmwood 
and Robb Chalifoux, bassist 
Daniel Johnson and drum¬ 
mer Aaron Verdonk — are 
justified. 


“People say I’ve changed 
since I got famous. First, I 
would never call myself fa¬ 
mous and have we ever 
even met? Where are (peo¬ 
ple) going with this? How 
have I changed and what’s 
(their) reference point for 
how I’ve ‘always been?’.” 

Granted, the self-pro- 
claimed “crunk-rockers” (a 
distinct mix of pop, hip 
hop, rock and R&B) have 
garnered a degree of fortu¬ 
ity thanks to accolades 
from Kiss bassist/mouth¬ 


piece Gene Simmons and 
starring in a MuchMusic re¬ 
ality show dubbed dis- 
BAND. 

Yet many fail to recognize 
the degree of trials and 
tribulations that went into 
such prosperity. Relocating 
to Toronto after years of 
hand-to-mouth destitution 
and single-digit audiences 
in their native Edmonton, 
Stereos has worked hard 
for achievements including 
radio hits, a popular epony¬ 
mous debut album and 


most recently being nomi¬ 
nated for two Junos: new 
group of the year and pop 
album of the year. 

Kordyback feels Stereos 
are caught between a rock 
and a hard place: Animosity 
from those who covet their 
position while fearing the 
work involved to garner it 
themselves yet browbeaten 
for enjoying the fruits of 
their labours. 

“It’s like when you liked a 
hot person in high school 
and someone else gets 
(them). The first thing you 
say is, ‘Ah, I didn’t want her 
anyway.’ Well, of course I 
did! But you get called arro¬ 
gant if you’re confident. 
People who are afraid of 
confidence call it arrogance 
because it makes them feel 
better about themselves for 
not being that way. It’s a vi¬ 
cious cycle but I have no 
qualms about what we do.”

Corinne Bailey Rae copes 
with death of husband

Corinne Bailey Rae had a 
career every artist dreams 
of. Her 2006 self-titled de¬ 
but was selling like crazy 
— it sold close to two mil¬ 
lion copies worldwide — 
and she was nominated 
for four Grammys that 
year. 

But it all came to a grind¬ 
ing halt in December 2008, 
when her husband, musi¬ 
cian Jason Rae, accidental¬ 
ly overdosed and died. 

Rae doesn’t like talking 
about those days. She 
refers to that period as a 
“break” or “time off” and 
never mentions her hus¬ 
band once during our in¬ 
terview. It’s clear though 
that her time away from 
music was more than a 
temporary stop — she al¬ 
ludes that she was close to 
never playing again. 

“I wasn’t thinking like 
that, (about coming back),” 
she says. “I didn’t think 
that far ahead.” 

In fact, starting to work 
again happened by acci¬ 
dent she says. “I found my¬ 
self playing guitar and in¬ 
stead of it being something 
to do to express myself I 
was trying to make stuff 
up again. It was really sur¬ 
prising to me, really nice 
and really unexpected. It 
was a combination of find¬ 
ing myself writing and lis¬ 
tening back to what I’ve 
done before and being hap¬ 
py with it.” 

Although Rae didn’t di¬ 
rectly address what she’s 
been through, she didn’t 
have to — it’s all over her 
new disc, The Sea. The 
record is an edgy, emotion¬ 
al trip through loss. You 
can feel her loneliness on

album opener Are You 
Here. “Are you here, cause 
my heart recalls that it all 
seems the same,” she 
laments in the song’s cho¬ 
rus. On The Blackest Lily 
she sings, “Colour my 
heart, make it restart, I 
want it more than I ever 
knew.” 

The British songstress 
did say that it wasn’t hard 
to open up. “I wanted to be 
truthful,” she explains. 
“My music is mostly about 
self-expression. I wanted to 
make a record that was 
honest.” 

There’s no question 
she’s jumping into her mu¬ 
sic and touring, and while 
she doesn’t say it’s to get 
away from her personal 
tragedy at home, it’s hard 
not to think that the exten¬ 
sive touring she plans to 
do is her way of dealing 
with her loss. 

“I think I’m going to play 
a lot,” she says. “I want to 
do the work, I believe in the 
record and this disc suits 
being played live. That’s 
why I think I can see us do¬ 
ing a lot of gigs. The record 
deserves it.” And, perhaps, 
so does she.

It’s TV pilot season 


Turreted and stately, the 
house on a quiet street in 
Newton had been vacant 
for a while. 

But for a few days last 
month, its ‘For Sale’ signs 
went away.

Quinn-Tuplets is just one 
of 80-plus scripted pilots in 
production and due to be 
evaluated soon by the five 
broadcast networks. Each 
is bucking for a berth on a 
fall prime-time schedule. 
But only a handful will 
make the cut. That means 
if Quinn-Tuplets doesn’t 
pass muster with CBS ex¬ 
ecs, it will be tossed, forev¬ 
er unseen by the public, on

“upfront” presentations — 
heralding a new crop of 
fall TV to advertisers and 
the world — remain.

Shawn Ryan, with series 
to his credit including The 
Unit and The Shield, has a 
pilot in the works for Fox 
called Ride-Along. 

“When you’re producing 
an ongoing show,” he said 
one hectic day last week, 
“It feels like you’re in an 
out-of-control car hurtling 
100 miles per hour and 
you never know whether 
you’ll get someplace, or 
crash. With a pilot, you 
start at a standstill, and 
you’re told you’ve got to be 
at 100 miles per hour — to¬ 
morrow!” 

Almost in lockstep, the 
process goes like this: 
Come Januaiy, scripts for 
dramas and comedies are 
picked by the studios from 
hundreds in development. 
Production begins. By the 
end of April, each finished 


gether in the 
frantic fort¬ 
night that 
went before. 

“The ad¬ 
vantage is, 
it’s a system 
that every- 


vantage: We’re all going af¬ 
ter the same directors, the 
same actors, at the same 
time. That makes it diffi¬ 
cult.” 

Stapf has a dozen pilots 
under way for the sister 
CBS network (besides 
Quinn-Tuplets, they in¬ 
clude a revived Hawaii 
Five-0 and Reagan’s Law, a 
cop drama starring Tom 
Selleclc), plus two for the 
CW. These came from 
scores of scripts and series 
pitches he’d been shep¬ 
herding since last summer. 

But for Cindy Chupaclc, 
the script development 
phase of her NBC project, 
Love Bites, took place two 
years ago. Then NBC opted 
not to go the next step to a 
pilot. Much to her surprise 
early this year, Chupaclc 
learned Love Bites had 
sprung back to life: The 
network’s current bosses 
wanted a pilot. Under the 
aegis of NBC’s Universal 
Media Studios, she started 
hiring a crew and casting 
roles. 

Chupaclc (whose credits 
as a writer-producer in¬ 


clude Sex and the City) 
conceived Love Bites as 
an hour-long romantic 
comedy anthology 
with loosely connected 
tales of love, marriage 
and dating. Besides a 
slate of guest stars, she 
signed Becki Newton 
(Ugly Betty) and Jor-

host, Conan O’Brien. 

“I’m kind of Zen about 
it,” said Chupaclc when 
asked about her nail-biting 
plans when she is waiting 
for the verdict. “There are 
so many factors I have no 
control over.” 

She expects to hear the 
news — good or bad — as 
late as Sunday, May 16. If 
her show’s among the cho¬ 
sen few, she’ll jump on a 
plane to be in New York at 
NBC’s presentation for ad- 
buyers Monday morning. 

Shawn Ryan isn’t count¬ 
ing on a phone call any 
earlier from Fox about the 
fate of Ride-Along. Fox will 
unveil its lineup that Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

Ride-Along is a Chicago- 
based police drama star- 
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dana Spiro (My Boys) as the 
series’ regular cast mem¬ 
bers. 

“We’re going from 
words on paper that only a 
few executives saw and de¬ 
cided not to make before, 
to now,” said Chupaclc in a 
recent interview from Los 
Angeles, sounding jazzed 
as she faced the 14th and 
final shooting day. “It’s re¬ 
ally nice to employ a lot of 
people and have them 
making this thing that’s 
been on paper for a long 
time.” 

On the other hand, Love 
Bites will be fighting for a 
place at the table against 
established series NBC 
may stick with, plus a 
dozen-and-a-half other pi¬ 
lots. These include the 
high-profile Rockford 
Files remake and a legal 
drama starring Jimmy 
Smits, whose executive 
producer is NBC’s ex¬

Cooking with 
a conscious 


food Alice Waters is un¬ 
likely to become the next 
Food Network Iron Chef. 

But with sustainable eat¬ 
ing hot fodder for celebrity 
chefs, the woman many 
credit with planting the 
seeds of the movement 
may make the jump to her 
own television program. 

The California-based 
food activist says she’s ex¬ 
ploring new ways of 
spreading her message 
about the importance of 
fresh, local food and sup¬ 
porting the farmers who 
grow it, including a possi¬ 
ble TV show, though talks 
for that still are in the ear¬ 
ly stages. 

“I want so much for this 
message about food to 
reach people,” Waters said 
in an interview. 

Waters put her quest for 
new connections into ac¬ 
tion Wednesday, partici¬ 
pating in an online video 
conference that saw her 
taking questions about 
cooking and food policy 
from her Berkeley kitchen. 

She earlier held a similar 
session with bloggers. 

The notion of eating 
fresh and local never has 
been more popular.

But Waters — whose lat¬ 
est book In the Green 
Kitchen, features simple 
techniques from a number 
of chefs — said eating well 
doesn’t have to mean a big 
expense. Eating meat 
eveiy day is expensive, but 
learning how to cook dif¬ 
ferent things, such as inex¬ 
pensive lentils and chick¬ 
peas or faro is not. 

“It’s what this book is all 
about. It’s really about de¬ 
mystifying food.” 

Oliver, whose ABC show 
Jamie Oliver’s Food Revolu¬ 
tion, documents his efforts 
to change eating habits in 
Huntington, W.Va., said in 
an email that 
Waters “has 
created a pro¬ 
gram that 
works bril¬ 
liantly for her 
community.

Baked Spinach 
Gnocchi 

INGREDIENTS: 

300-g package frozen 
chopped spinach 
1/4 cup finely chopped yel¬ 
low onion 
2 cups 1% milk 
1/2 cup semolina 

1 tsp dried basil 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
2 tbsp butter 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 
2/3 cup grated Parmesan 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Cook spinach and onion 
according to directions on 
spinach package; drain 
well, pressing out excess 
liquid with paper towels. 

2. Meanwhile, in medium- 
size mixing bowl, stir 
together 3/4 cup milk, 
semolina, basil and garlic. 
In medium-size pot, bring 
remaining 11/4 cups milk 
and butter to boil over 
moderately high heat. 
Slowly add semolina mix¬ 
ture to boiling milk, stir¬ 


ring constantly. Cook, un¬ 
covered, 3 to 5 minutes or 
until very thick. 

3. Remove from heat. Stir 
about 1 cup of mixture in¬ 
to eggs; return mixture to 
pot. Stir in spinach 
mixture and 1/3 cup 
Parmesan cheese. Pour in¬ 
to lightly greased 8” x 8” x 
2” baking dish. Cover; re¬ 
frigerate 4 hours 

4. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Turn chilled mix¬ 
ture out onto cutting 
board. Cut into diamond¬ 
shaped pieces. Sprinkle 
with remaining Parmesan 
cheese. Place on lightly 
greased baking sheet. 

Bake 20 to 25 minutes or 
until golden.
